the stock more pitiable; and the 
s'tuntio-a getting beyond the 
control i f stock owners. 

The v. inter of 1919-20 cost 
Southern Alberta hundreds of 
thousan v of dollars in feed for 
stock, nr n v of which eventually 
died evt i when green grass did 
come bri nine theii systems 
"ere s 0 worn down they c uld 
not come back. No ha\< that year 
no strav.. and sloped in feed re¬ 
tailing ; t untold of pricc s to 
try and pull the stock through 
.Spring i me with fields and 
prairie graveyard for hitml- 
reds of cr.ttlc nrd I'.or.en. 

The | . sent winter has not 
yet i eat lied such serious prop¬ 
ortions, ; :id in our immediate 
district < have the bout fit of 


the pulp and molasses to ease 
the situation, while in many ot¬ 
her districts the feed is dimin¬ 
ishing rapidly, the watar holes 
are freezing up, and stock is try 
ing to subsist on dry straw, 
and snow. 

It is lamentable, that with 
the number of straw stacks 
that are burned each year in the 
fields, absolute waste, doing no 
good to the field in the way of 
fertilizer, that a few days of the* 
late fall and early winter could 
not be used i n hauling this straw 
"’hero it could be used for si.el 
ter from the storms that w e get 
each winter, and give stock a 
dry place in which to rest. Re¬ 
ports come in of stock that 
halve l>ecn standing up steadily 
for three weeks. Imagine the 
Strength that must be Used uo 
in this exertion. Strengh, which 
if the stoek had a dry, warm 
place in which to lie down, 
could be used to keep up their 
flesh and sustain life. 

These severe winters come 
about every so often. Just ns 
stoekme,, were getting over the 
jolt of 1919-20. wo are getting 
another set back which will tak> 
the profits of the past few 
years to offset, if haplv the men 
have..stock enough to build u 
another herd from the. h ft ov¬ 
ers of the present winter With¬ 
out cash outlay of more than n 
few dollars the man who grows 
grai n could use his straw to 
make sheds, where half the 
stra w consumed by a critter in 
the open field, would keep them 


in I letter shape if they Were in 
a nice warm shed, and blizzards, 
40 below zer 0 weather, add the 
other numerous hazards of 
winter would not lx* such a 
night mare to our stockmen.

We cannot give 
the unqualified assurance which 
the quack gives because we i 
have too much respect for scien¬ 
tific truthh. 

A diagnosis cannot be made 
by correspondence; it is only 
possible to make a guess in t.ns 
way.. A doctor does not make 
his diagnosis solely on the sym¬ 
ptoms as described to him by 
iiis patient; examination and ] 
study of the patient are always 
necessary. the woman who 
writes i n to ask us if a lump in 1 
her breast is cancer should 
know that we cannot give the 
answer to her question because 
all we know is wliat she tells us. 
Only an examination will reveal 
the nature of the lump. 

Underweight and tuberculos¬ 
is are fixed together in the 
minds of many people who think 
of tuberculosis, as they have 
see n it in its late stages, us a 
wasting disease. You can’t re- 

i l.i’be' f u'/'sis, whether in 

ii .Id or in adults, by weight, 
hoc:' iSi. individuals who uie ov- ; 
er... ght, wno are of uierage 
wclgnt, and who are unde wei¬ 
gh!, n:have the disease.

WEEKLY LETTER 

SEASONABLE APIARY 
WORK 


At this date the Station Bee 
keeper has ordered packages of 
bees needed for experimental 
work in the bee ard next sum 
mer. They should be ordered 
early to allow the breeder am¬ 
ple time! to prepare and ship the 
bees so that they will arrive on 
the exact day they are wanted. 

It is a busy time nt the bee 
house getting bees ordered and 
arranging equipment f 0 the com 
ing honey season. Broke,, and 
old combs are being replaced by 
new pieces of foundation while 
tbe discarded ones are melted 
down into saleable wax. Combs 
are being sorted into different 


groups and the frames and sup 
ars cleaned and scraped clear 
of propolis and burr combs. 
Combs containing a larrgc num 
ber of drone cells or which are 
envy with old pollen, are either 
melted down or retained to be 
placed in the extracting sup¬ 
ers i n early summer where the 
belies may have a chance to use 
the pollen if usable. The drone 
cells are quite all light for the 
storage : of honey. The well 
lirawn out combs containing 
only worker cells are reserved 
for use i n the brood chambers, 
in which group combs contain¬ 
ing honey are so placed after 
they are uncapped and dipped 
for ten minutes i n water at a 
temperature of 110 F.

a winter food to honey from 
clover and alfalfa bloom gather 
cd in mid season, or whether 
it is ndvi able to remoDci pai t of 
the honey gathered and stored 
by the Ijcps themselves, and 
give tliem sugar ayi up. 

Beekeepers know that the ag 
natural food for the l>oe is pure 
honey ad pollen as they gather 
it from the flowers, but obser¬ 
vations have proven that alf¬ 
alfa and sweet clover honey gra 
nulate very quickly in low or 
changable temperatures, and in 
the. absence of available moist¬ 
ure r apply duiling the 'winter 
months, when bees are confined 
to their hive for long periods 
at a time, the have no means of 
dissolving the hardened or cry- 
stalized honey. It was found in 
some tests conducted here, that 
whole colonies of bees starved 
to death when wintered on such 
stores. 

The feeding of the straight 
sugar syrup did not prove altog 
ether satisfactory as n winter¬ 
ing food, since colonies, in 
which all honey stores were re 
laced with sugar syrup, where 
weaker in the spiing, and did 
not expand as readily as where 
honey and either cane or beet 
sugr syrup were provided. Just 
a word about adding tartaric 
acid to sugar syrup when feed¬ 
ing. as it is claimed that the 
acid prevents regranulation of 
the syrup. Tests here as well as 
elsewhere indicate that the ad¬ 
dition of 10 p.c. of honey to 
the sugar syrup would serve all 
practical purposes just as well 
and required no boiling of the 
liquid and did not cause recry¬ 
stallization. Tests snow that 
an abudant supply of proper 
stores are of vital importance, 
whichever brand of sugar is 
used, careful preparation of the 
sugai- is the mai n thing, and it 
is essential to avoid cve n the 
slightest degree of scorching 
which causes disentry, regard¬ 
less of whether honey, beet, or 
cane sugar is used. 

The reference here is for 
wintering food for the bees: a 
less pure food may be given 
when spring or stimulative feed 
ing is being carried on, or when 
ever the bees are flyirim freely 
and are able to work off any 
food impurities. The cause of 
dysentry i 8 that the bee does 
not void excrement excenL when 
on the wing and any Residue 
from food must be retanned in 
I their intestines until such time 
as weather conditions allow 
them t n fly out for a eftgansing 
flight. 

During eight years testing 
of food stores for vintering 
bees it was found that the alf¬ 
alfa ard clover honey, atheired 
during the main flow of July, 
proved more satisfactory as a 
winter food than did ho eailv 
season dandelion and fruit bloom 
or tlie August golden rod and 
rosin weed honey.
